OBSTRUCTS PROGRAM 


Farmers Appeal For Action 
After Dust Storms 


WASHINGTON — After eight 
nth* at preliminary work, the 
toreet aerrlce of th# department of 
agriculture hi pushing the actual 
work of planting tree* in selected 
area* of si* western plain* states 
a* the first steps In establishing 
a 1.000 mile long, 100-mlle 
wide 
ehelterbelt of trees from the Cana­ 
dian herder to Teias. 
Recausa of a lack of young tree 
snoek, planting this year must be 
limited to approximately 7ft miles 
of the project, divided among the 
state# of Texas. Oklahoma, Ken 
aas, Nebraska, Mouth Dakota and 
North Dakota, despfta the appeals 
of farmers 
suffering 
from 
dust 
storms. 
Although designated a* a 1.000,- 
mile long. 1,000-mll# wide belt, It 
ta not th# Intention. It was explain­ 
ed. to plant a solid 100.000 squar# 
mile forest, which 
would 
retire 
from cultivation 
and 
other use# 
*4.000.000 acres of land. 
The plan. F. A. Sllcox. chief of 
the forest service explained. 1s to 
grow trees on approximately one- 
fortieth of the entire area, or about 
I,*00,000 acres. 
The 
trees will be planted 
In 
strips, covering about 20 acre* of 
each section. 
Some of tho strip* 
will lie north and south, some e ist 
and west, some diagonal. All this, 
Sllcox explained, will depend upon 
the prevailing winds and local con 
dltlons of drouth, soil srosion and 
soil protection.

The Sunlit Road

Thom as Faw cett, founder of w hat 
is now the city of E ast Liverpool, 
died Septem ber 19, 1820. a t the age 
of 73. 
Ju st 61 y ears late r to the 
day President Jam es A. Garfield 
succumbed 
to 
w ounds 
inflicted 
about two m onth’s before w hen he 
was felled by an a ssassin 's gun. 
According 
to 
older 
residents. 
East Liverpool turned out in great 
num bers when th e funeral train 
hearing the body of the m artyred 
president passed through the city 
on Its way to C leveland w here bur­ 
ial was made. 
It was on th at day 
th at an elm tree w as planted long 
the C. A P. track s on ground d oubt­ 
less often touched by Thom as Faw ­ 
cett, 
whose 
home 
was 
located 
along th e river bank nearby. 
In th e days before the autom o­ 
bile m any passenger train s w ere 
operated over th e Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh division. Som e of the 
trains had B ellaire as their w est­ 
ern 
term inus, o th ers running to 
Cleveland. 
But now only six pass­ 
enger trains rem ain all of which 
operate over w hat Is th e main line. 
P assenger service has been en tire­ 
ly elim inated over that section of 
th e tracks betw een Yellow Creek 
and Bellaire. 
One of th e m ost historic train s 
w hich operated over the line wa* 
th a t known as the "41" which de­ 
rived Its name from the fact th a t 
for m any years it was due here a t 
1:41 a. rn. 
This train left P itts­ 
burgh 
about 
m idnight 
and 
was 
used by dozens of persons retu rn ­ 
ing 
after attending 
th eaters 
or 
shopping trips in Pittsburgh. T his 
train was also popular with resi­ 
dents of Salineville, Irondale, Ham- 
m ondaville. Sum m itville and o th er 
w estern points who returned home 
a fte r spending the day in E ast Llv- 
erpool. 
This train has not oper­ 
ated ainee 1927. 
B ecause of the inroad* made. Into 
railroad business by m otor trucks, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
com ­ 
pany several year* ago abandoned 
th e outbound freight station which 
stand* on the 
Southside of the 
tracks betw een U nion stre et and 
Broadway. 
All freight business is 
now being received and dispatched 
from what was form erly the in­ 
bound station at the foot of W al­ 
nut street. 
A strange Second 
street spec­ 


tacle on a recent day was the 
transportation over It of a horse, 
which rode in a tw o w heeled trail­ 
er, pulled by an autom obile. 
The 
rapid passage of the autom obile 
caused the trailer to bounce con­ 
siderable, keeping the caged ani­ 
mal In a nervous condition. 
This incident recalls th a t Second 
street was a horse race track be­ 
fore the days of the paved roads. 
Th* street was dusty in th e sum ­ 
m er and muddy or frozen into deep 
ruts In th# w inter. 
T he startin g 
line was a t th e railroad crossing 
near the foot of Jefferson street, 
the finish a t Union street.
